SIZE OF BULBS 


LARGE size bulbs are one and one-quarter inches in diameter or more. This size makes 
the largest spikes and flowers. Sizes No. 1 and No. 2. 


MEDIUM size bulbs are from three-fourths of an inch to an inch and one-quarter. 
All bloom splendidly. Sizes No. 3 and No. 4. 


SMALL size bulbs are not guaranteed to bloom, but under favorable conditions will 
bloom and produce a fine large bulb for the following year. Sizes No. 5 and No. 6. 


No bulblet order after April 1, 1957.

All quotations are subject to previous sale. We urge that you place your orders early 
so that you may not be disappointed. Each year we are unable to fill late orders for a 
-number of varieties. Orders are segregated at once after being received, but will not be 
shipped until after danger of freezing is past, unless you request otherwise.

Admired by all who saw it, Miss Julie grows easily and makes 
tall graceful spikes that are excellent for home use and a strong competitor on the 
show table. The perfectly placed 3 inch florets on a 16 to 18 bud stem stand erect in 
the field even in 100 degree weather. Will easily open 4 to 6 has opened 8 for us in 
water. Blooms exceptionally well from small bulbs and bulblets. Produces lots of medium 
sized bulblets that germinate well. In order to get wider distribution we are setting our 
price low.

ABU HASSAN (378) (K. & M., 1946) (80 
days). Here is a class that challenges the 
hybridizer’s skill as outstanding seed- 
lings in this color are hard to get. Abu 
Hassan is a glossy deep violet, a color 
which is most useful in floral work. A 
few spikes in a mixed bouquet give con- 
trast and color balance. Used in arrange- 
ments with yellows, lavenders, or pastel 
rose shades it gives just the right accent 
to an interesting ensemble. You’ll not be 
disappointed with this inky colored glad.

ACE OF SPADES (454) (Sisson, 1950) (85 
days) (King Lear x Preussen’s Gloria) 
The demand for this almost black glad 
was so great last year that we had dif- 
ficulty supplying everyone who wanted 
it. The catchy name seems to have at- 
tracted many glad fans. While the 
rather plain form is not too pleasing to 
us we like its glistening black sheen and 
tall growth. Not a wet weather variety.

ARC DE TRIOMPHE (Europe 52) 410-95. 
A light yellow with a deeper yellow 
throat. Opens 8-10 perfectly placed flor- 
ets that are well-attached. This should 
become one of the very best for com- 
mercial use and can also win its share 
of ribbons. L .25; M .20; S 15. 

AUREOLE 410 (Pruitt) EM. Ruffled light 
yellow that opens 6 well placed blooms 
on a tall willowy stem. One of the most 
beautiful varieties. Fine for commercial 
use as well as for the flower garden. 
L 2-.25; M 2-.20. 

AUTUMN MOON (510) (Fischer 1951) 
(75 days). Looking for an early yellow 
eut-flower? Try Autumn Moon! Its 
clear, light yellow is a desirable florist 
color and its height and size make it an 
ideal shipping glad. L 2-.30, 10-1.20; 
M 10-.80; S 10-.50; Blbts. Pkg. .30. 

BEAUTY’S BLUSH (Fischer) 440. Soft 
blushing pink. Opens 7 florets precisely 
arranged on a tall spike that never 
crooks. The cool pink florets have lots 
of sparkle. It opens well in water and is 
a very healthy, robust grower. L .15;

BENJAMIN BRITTEN 366 (K. & M.). 
Extremely popular lavender-mauve. Has 
been winning at many shows. L .15; 
B 25-.25. 

BERGEN (Van Voorhis 754) 470 (E.). 
Big tall red-toned purple with a violet- 
red lip. Capable of making really sen- 
sational spikes. It opens 8 or more of 
its large showy flowers on extra-tall 
stretchy stems, fine long flowerheads. 
A glad that likes to grow, and we en- 
joy growing it. L .50; M .35. 

BETTER TIMES (376) (K. & M., 1946) 
(70 days) (Said to be derived from AI- 
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legro x Max Reger) Better Times is the 
most beautiful of all the blues now on 
the market. Nearer to ‘‘true blue’’ than 
any glad we know, the florets have a 
rich cream throat with a deeper violet. 
L .20; M .15. 


BETTY DUNCAN (422) (Benedict 749) 
(85 days). In color Betty Duncan is a 
clean near-orange blending to a soft 
yellow throat. The stylishly-sculptured 
blooms (5-7 in number) embellish a won- 
derfully stretchy flowerhead on plants 
five and one-half feet tall. L 2-.25; 10- 
1.00; M 10-.70; S 10-.40; B pkg. .25. 


BLUE BEAUTY (Pfitzer) 466. This is 
probably the best blue on the market. 
The strong blue shade becomes a bit 
lighter at the edges of the petals. It is 
a tall strong grower. L .10; M .08; S .05. 


BOLDFACE (533) Evans 1947 (82). A 
strikingly blotched variety that opens up 
to 8 huge florets of deep salmon with a 
throat marking of deep red on white. 
Produces massive spikes. Good propa- 
gator and average germinator. Boldface 
possesses an enviable show record. L. 
2-.35; M 2-.25. 


BRANDYWINE (Howell ’53) 470 (EM). 
Lovely silky maroon-purple of a distinet 
shade. The medium-large flowers have a 
smooth enameled finish. Tall and 
healthy grower. L .25; M .20; S .15. 

BURMA (Palmer) 462. Deep rose shad- 
ing somewhat lghter in throat. Opens 
up to 10 large, heavily ruffled, nicely 
placed blooms on a 5-foot spike. Most 
of the buds showing color. Excellent 
for exhibition. L .10; 3-.25; M .08; 4-.25; 
S .05; 3-.10; B 100-.35. 


CALIFORNIA (Salbach) 543. Huge wide 
open clear geranium pink with a slightly 
deeper marking in the throat. Very tall 
husky plant that stands the heat well. 
This is a really fine variety. One of the 
best for cutflowers. Has won many 
awards for largest floret. Stock limited. 
L .35; M .25. 

CAMPANILE (466) (Fischer, 1956) (85 
days) Campanile is our answer to the 
hue and ery for a good, clean true lav- 
ender. Not a warm-toned color but a 
real blue-lavender. It far outshines Eliz- 
abeth the Queen, one of its parents, in 
height and bud count. Our description of 
Campanile would not be complete with- 
out some mention of its beauty and ap- 
peal. The florets are slightly ruffled and 
beautifully recurved and somewhat larg- 
er than Beauty’s Blush. The throat of 
each is embellished with a large, pure 
ivory-white blotch. Indeed, a row of 
Campanile with spike after spike having 
8 to 10 open blooms is a wondrous sight.

CARNIVAL (Butt 747) (437) 80. Attrae- 
tive bright scarlet with a contrasting 
snow white throat. Opens 6-8 ruffled 5” 
blooms on a 414’ spike. A fine cut flower 


that is becoming very popular. L .15; 
M .10; S .08. 


CARVED IVORY (306) (Fischer, 1956) 
(80 days) Carved Ivory is an average 
propagator with good germinating and 
growing habits. It produces a tall, slen- 
der spike of 16-18 buds with 5-6 exquis- 
itely moulded and carved creamy florets 
open at once. Each spike is so lovely 
that even though you have but one, 
you'll enjoy cutting and bringing it into 
your home. Used in a slender vase with 
a little foliage it will be a simple but 
charming composition. L .75, 10-6.00; M

CATHERINE BEATH (Coutts) (Mid-sea- 
son) (312). A fine clear, smooth deep 
yellow with high color value. It opens up 
to 10 beautiful florets on long flower- 
heads.

CHAMPAGNE (310) (Howell 753) (85 
days). Beautiful light yellow towards 
the color of champagne wine. Grows 
well and opens 4 to 6 on strong straight 
stem.

CIRCE (K & M) (523). Clear deep orange, 
cream throat and small scarlet blotch. 
Opens 6-7 on a 21 bud spike. E. mid- 
season. 2-.30; 10-1.20. 


CLARENCE D. FORTNAM (Kadel ’50) 
90 days-440. A blush-pink beauty with 
statuesque proportions. Heavily ruffled 
florets 5 inches in diameter, 21 buds and 
8 open at a time. This is a fitting me- 
morial to C. D. Fortnam, the great show- 
man, for whom it was named. No Dis- 
count.

COPPER LUSTRE (580) (Pazderski, 
1953) (75 days) Copper Lustre is a 
huge, smoky, coppery Burma which is 
saying a lot. It is a dusky rose shading 
to copper at the edges and blending to 
a dark tan interior. The red throat and 
plum flecking adds cheer and personal- 
ity to the rich blend of colors. Opening 
8-10 florets on tall spikes. Good grower 
and propagator.

COL. W. C. ATKINSON (Williams ’51). 
Beautiful dark lavender in a color that 
is alive and bright. Opens eight large, 
wide open florets, on a 20-bud spike. 
Excellent placement. L 2-.35; M 2-.25;

COLUMBIA 407 (Roberts ’51). <A clear 
creamy white shading deeper in the 
throat bordered with bright rose on 
edges of petals. Very near the color of 
Corona, opens up to 8 florets on a long 
graceful stem of 20 to 22 buds. Columbia 
is a fine florist color without the faults 
of Corona. Looks like an excellent com- 
mercial.

CONNIE G. (Woods ’48) 75 days-506. A 
beautiful clear cream with yellow lip 
petal. Very tall with 8 to 10 ruffled 
blooms on a spike of 20 buds. Sensa- 
tional.

CORAL ACE (Bunn 752) (532) 85. Bright 
rich coral sport of Burma. Like Burma 
it makes topnotch exhibition spikes and 
should go a long way for all uses. L 2-

CREAM ORCHIDS 406 (Fischer ’51). The 
waxy, creamy heavily laciniated florets ” 
more closely resembling an orchid, than 
does any other variety, make the name 
appropriate. Probably will be at -its 
best in corsages and for those who de- 
light in artistic arrangements.

CROWN JEWEL (460) (Fischer ’51) (70 
days) (Rose O’Day x Ophir). New 
orchid-throated rose-pink of generous 
florescence and frosty, stardust sheen.

CRUSADER (301) (Fischer, 1952) (65 
days) Here is the orchid-throated glad 
deluxe; a frosty, snowy white, beautiful- 
ly ruffled, and embellished with a gor- 
geous pansy-purple throat blotch opens 9 
florets at a time. L 2-.30; M 2-.25: S .10. 


CRYSTAL ORCHID (Browne ’52) 506 
(EM). Clear creamy white except for 
unobstrusive light lavender throat lines. 
Grows and propagates like Elizabeth 
the Queen, of which it is a color sport. 
Fine cut flower variety. L .20; M liye 
S 3-.25; B 20-.25; 100-1.00. 


DAISY MAE (Lins-Ruble) 521. The out- 
standing glad among the recent intro- 
ductions. This beautiful orange pink 
with a cherry throat is headed for a 
very bright future as a commercial and 
exhibition variety. L .10; M .08; S .05; 
B 100-.50. 


DARK DAVID (Morgan ’51) 554 (EM). 
Not the blackest of the maroons, but 
certainly one of the best. Opens 6 or 7 
very large dark red flowers on fine tall 
spikes. L .20; M .15; S .10; B 20-.25.

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DEBBIE (422) (Hautby, 1955) (85 days) 
Debbie may be likened to well grown 
Fire Opal except that it is taller and 
closer to a true orange. It opens 6-7 
heavily ruffled, yellow-throated florets 
on tall, ramrod spikes. It is exceedingly 
robust and heat resist. A good propa- 
gator and germinator. We were im- 
pressed with Debbie and predict that 
it will soon be a leader in its class.

DOLLY VARDEN (Harris 750) 532-95. 
A blazing salmon with a cream throat. 
Nine large 6%4-inch florets open with 7 
showing color on a 21 bud spike, with a 
26-inch flowerhead. One that you should 
get a start in as it will be one of 
the best cut-flowers, and show variety. 
L .20; M .15; S .10; B 20-.50. 


DOROTHY ARMSTRONG (Beardmore 
’48) 470—70. This is the earliest and 
certainly one of the best purples. Eight 
wide open 414 inch florets on long flow- 
erhead. This is a one hundred percent 
cutter of good spikes. Due to be a 
heavy show winner and an outstanding 
cut flower. L .15; M .10. 


‘DUSK 483 (Fisher 1955) (85 days). Sim- 
ilar to Sandman in its overall shading of 
subdued rose and salmon undertone, 
with large snow white blotch that really 
attracts one’s attention. Opens up to 6 
on tall wiry stem. L .20, 10-1.50; M 2-.30, 
10-1.00; S .10, 10-.80; B 10-.50. 


DUSTY MILLER (486) Elliott '45 (85). 
A fine smoky with excellent growing 
habits. It opens up to 9 florets of bluish- 
gray with a blending of scarlet and 
cream in the throat. A consistent win- 
ner in the smoky class. L .15; 2 for .25. 


EARLY PURPLE 56 (471) (Fisher) Early 
Purple will be of special interest to those 
of you who are looking for early cut- 
flowers either for your home garden or 
for the market. It is an ideal shipping 
glad consistently producing tall, straight, 
5-foot spikes with nary a crook. The 
lightly ruffled, cream-throated light 
purple florets open well in water. L .25, 
10-2.00; M 2-.30, 10-1.20; S .10 3-.25, 10- 
.80. 


EARLY RED (Knight 753) 450 (VE). A 
- very bright scarlet red that rivals Red 
Radiance in brilliance of color and is 
a much earlier bloomer. In fact, Early 
Red is always one of the very first 
glads to bloom for us. It opens 6 large 
flowers on tall, graceful spikes. M 
-25, S. 2-.25; Bulblets 20-.25, 100-$1.00. 


ELIZABETH THE QUEEN 566. (White) 
Beautiful ruffled lavender that opens 
7 to 8 nice blooms. Terrific propagator. 
Excellent show flower. L .10; M .08; 
S .05. 


ELMER’S ROSE (460) (Fischer ’51) (85 
days). Richly ruffled deep rose of great 


beauty and outstanding performance. 
L .15; M .10; 8S .05. 


ETHEL CAVE COLE 440. Large light 
pink. Very good. Opens 6 to 8. Good 
show flower. L .10; 3-.25; M .08; 3-.20; 
S 5-.20. 


FIRE GLEAM 436 (Jack 749). Fire Gleam 
is a truly stunning variety and appears 
to have no conspicuous faults. Tall, 
strong grower opens 6 to 8 large well 
attached florets on 22 to 24 bud stem.

FIRE OPAL (Fischer ’54) 422 (EM). 
Bright salmon-orange with yellow throat. 
Opens 6 or 7 on spikes of moderate 
height. Excellent color value. L .25; M

FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE 500 (Har- 
ris). Without a doubt the greatest white 
glad in commerce, and will replace 
every white commercial glad in ex- 
istence when the price is low enough. 
It is as much a standout in white. as 
Picardy was in pink.

FLORENTINE (500). Pure creamy white 
waxy florets with neat frilling. Tall 
spikes with long tapering flowerheads. 
The unopened buds have a slight green- 
ish tint as an added attraction. L .20;

FORSYTHIA (Harris ’52) 512 (EM). One 
of the best newer yellows. Buds are char- 
treuse, changing to a clear medium yel- 
low on opening. Capable of making 
grand spikes, with 6 to 8 large flowers 
open at a time. L .20; M .15; S .10; B 
100-2.00. 


FRANCESCA (566) Toben 1-50 (90). A 
gorgeous pinkish-lavender that is rated 
tops by everyone. It will open 8 heavily 
ruffled, crimped, recurved florets on 
tall spikes. Bulblets are produced in 
quantity and they make easy growth. 
Francesca is a ‘‘Must’’ if you don’t 
have it. Its beauty is something to be- 
hold.

FRIENDSHIP (Fischer) (440) E. Most 
gorgeous fresh pink of a new shade. 
Opens 6-7 round ruffled blooms on a 
slender but strong spike. One of the 
most beautiful pinks I know and will 
be very popular as a commercial cut 
flower.

FROLIC (Bork 753) 213 (VE). Well 
named; a gay, frolicsome little glad 
that is one of our prime favorites 
among the small varieties. Reversing 
the color pattern of Flashlight, Frolic 
sports a center of brilliant scarlet on 
a golden yellow background. Beautiful- 
ly frilled and fluted. Opens 5 or 6 on 
wiry spikes of medium height. L .50; 
M .35; S .25.

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GENE (410) (Farrington, 1949) (70 days) 
This intensely-frilled, flat-open, triang- 
ular-floreted, translucent light yellow 
will open 7-8 well-attached florets at a 
time on nice flowerheads. There is a 
crystalline fragility to its beauty which 
belies its stamina. Gene has already won 
the plaudits of many fanciers and grow- 
ers and, I feel sure, it will win yours. L 
2-.30, 10-2.00; M .10, 10-.80. 


GINGER 422 (Fisher ’52) 85. For us 
Ginger was a real orange, opens 5 to 7 
on tall spike of 19 buds. Very good. 
L,.20; M .15; S .10; B 20-1.00. 


GOLD (412) (Marshall)M. Clear rich 
golden yellow color, a color by which 
other yellows are judged. Nicely ruffled, 
well attached and placed. Strong rugged 
plant but needs plenty of water to get 
the long heads of which it is capable.
